GREATEST 


Tarrant’s Mammoth Drug House Shaken Down 
With the Loss of Many Lives. 


4 Dozen Other Bullauge in Ruins and a Score Damaged—Property 
Destroyed Valued at Over a Million Dollars— | 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.--[Exclusive Dispatch.] By a series of terrific explo- 
sions following a fire, a few minutes after noon today, in Tarrant’s wholesale and 
retail drug store at the southeast corner of Greenwich and Warren streets, hun- 


-| dreds of men and women were injured and many killed; both sides of Warren 


street, between Greenwich and Washington streets, were laid in ruins, and build- 
ings for blocks around were wrecked in all degrees. 
For half a block to the north and south of Warren street the east side of 
Washington street is almost as helplessly wrecked as is the short Warren-street 
block of 160 feet frontage. In all, something like forty places of business are 
either wholly or partially destroyed. 4 
Never in the history of New York has there been an explosion which 
wrought such havoc, so far as mere property loss is concerned. As to instant loss 
of life, there are indications that lead to the belief that it will prove to be much 
less than in some other similar disasters, as, for instance, the Park Place calamity 


making even an approximate estimate. The blasts of fire which followed the ex- 
plosion, and which were with difficulty gotten under control late in the afternoon, 
left the wide area of ruins so hot that search for the dead was impossible. All that 
is known is that in the Tarrant building, as well as in all others in the street, there 
were a number of people, and that many of them are under the great mass of 
debris that fille the street for over a block is: gonsidered beyond question. The 


There were several circumstances which combined to make the loss of life 


smaller than might have been expected from so awful and wide-spread a disaster. 
In the first place, Tarrant's big seven-story drug house had been long regarded by 


the entire neighborhood as little better than a powder magazine. At the first 


rumor that the dreaded event had come, that Tarrant's was actually on fire, the 
people poured from all ncar-by houses ‘and fied. Furthermore, the time of the 
accident was just the hour when many of the employees were out at their noonday 
meal, and this aleo undoubtedly saved many lives. In addition to this, there was 


socond one, which was terrific and did the most damage. 


Tze second and third explosions, which followed the other in quick aucces- 
sion, were thé most terrific in their violence ever felt in New York. Great build- 


ings as far away as the east side of the City Hall Park and down to Wall street and 
beyond, as well as for a corresponding distance to the north and westward to the 
river, were shaken to their very foundations. The movement was more like the 

At 2o’clock this morning it was estimated that not more than forty-five 
had perished, and the property loss is between one and two millions of dollars. 
It is thought the dead will not exceed fifty and the property loss not be over 
$2,000,000 at the outside.

York and San Francisco. 

“Russia holds out every inducement 
for American merchants and manu- 
facturers. She invites our people into 
the markets of Matichuria and Siberia, 
and gives them a practically free op- 
portunity to sell to the peopie of that 
wonderful region—a peopie equal in 
numbers to the population of the 
United States. All our products are 
entered free of duty, with a rew ex- 
ceptions.’ The duty upon the excepted 
articles will, I am reliaply informed, 
soon be removed, and the result ts that 
America has an entire country open to 
the sale of her wares greater in pur- 
chasing power than all China. 

“Myself and a business pewrtner 
lately shipped from New York by the 
North German Livyd Steemaxnp Com- 
pany and other lines, $512,315.80 in 
value American manufactured 
goods. shipment went through 
the Russian customhouses free by rea- 
son of their destination to Siberia. 
American machinery of the vatue of 
millions of dollars is going from our 
country to Eastern Russia every year, 
cnd all free of duty. American clots- 
ing and cotton goods are for sale in 
ev shop throughout Siberia, and 
hundreds of tons of canned and dried 
fruits from California, n and 
Washington are purchased by Siber- 
lans annyally. 

“IT am connected with three estab- 
lishments on the Pacific side of Russia 
which have enjoyed the privilege of 
free importation from America for 
three years. and all to the profit of 
American producers and manufactir- 
ers. During this period we have spent 
over $1,000,000 in Americ:, and every 
pound of freight shipped has been 
safely received at its destination. The 
experiment of hip through the in- 
tertor of China, from n Tsin to Col- 
gan, on the other hand, has met with 
disastrous failure. The natives of 
China, without interference by the 
euthorities, apparently take charge of 
our freight pac and appropriate 
many of them to their own uses or de- 
stroy them. In the Manciuria country 
(the north of China which Russia has 
practically annexed.) the Russians 
Dove taught the natives to respect 

belong ng to others, and since 
the Russian occupancy of Manchuria 
it has been possible for a foreigner to 
do business in the interior—someining 
that is utterly impossible in other in- 
terfor parts of China.

throughout Asia. The Russians nat- 
urally assume that these articles truly 
represent the views of the people of 
the United States, and the whole ten- 
dency is to distu:b the friendly rela- 
tions now existing between the two 
countries; and I fear that the ultimate 
result — be a Russian policy that 
will practically close the Siberian and 
Northern Chinese territo to Ameri- 
can manufacture and ucts. 

“As an instance of the friendliness of 
the Russian government toward the 
United States, I cite the case, person- 


ally known to me, of the rescue by 


Russia of seven worn-out, civilizing 
Americans, who had fled Peking 
the great stretches of Chinese 
and who see renee a point 
nehuria where y were enabled 
to ask for assistance from the Rus- 
sian Consul. The Consul telegraphed 
to St. Petersburg and received the 
thrilling message; in reply “to protect 
the Americans; give them every 
comfort; have sent cavairy.” Then 
thre days thereafter three hun- 
dred cavairy had marched one hun- 
dred and atts miles from Kiachta to 
nto the enemy's country, 
the Americans. The Chinese 
authorities at Merga hearing of the 
coming of this Rusisan force of in- 
vasion, as tnev termed it, rose up en- 
masse and deciared that the Russians 
should not cross the line into Man- 
churia, but the three hundred Russ!

“It seems to me that this sort of 
friendship ought to be encouraged, 
and that we should not permit our 
American policy to be in any manner 
influenced by the articles which seem 
to find their way so readily into the 
American press inspired by English 
influences. I wish the people of the 
United States would wake up to this 
situation and see to it that American 
prejudices are not aroused by the mis- 
information so systematically placed 
before them. Russia has always been 
our friend. She was our friend in the 
perilous times of our internal strife, 
she has been our friend ever since. She 
gives today an open door to all the 
markets of Siberia and Northern China 
and is the largest purchaser of Amer. 
ican goods on our Pacific Coast points, 
and if friendly relations are main- 
tained and upheld will soon be one of 
the great customers of all our manu- 
trade of this great developing region 
of Asia. The Siberians have the cash 
to pay for what they buy; their min- 
eral resources are inexhaustible; they 
have a country larger in extent than 
that of the United States and just as 
fertile as our own On the other 
hand the Chinese empire can nevr, or 
at least not in the immediate future, 
become a great cash purchaser from 
us. China, in the language of the 
street, is today financially ‘busted’ and 
has no money with which to buy from 
us. The whole policy of China is 
against the rest of the civilized world. 
Americans will not be safe in her in- 
terior for years to come. I have no 
desire to enter upon a discussion as 
to what should be the policy of the 
world powers in the present Chinese 
crisis, but in my judgment, as I see 
the situation from the interior of 
Asia, the greatest advantage will come 
to the people of the United States 
when the great Mongolian region is 
partitioned out and comes under the 
direct government and control of na- 
tions strong enough to protect civiliza- 
tion in its onward march across the 
vast Asiatic continent. 

“As a business man, looking at the 
situation from a purely business stand- 
point, I have found that every foot of 
ground occupied by Russia has opened 
up a new and successful market to 
American products.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Lieut. John 
Hood of the navy, whose plea for a 
Pacific cable is printed in the Herald, 
says:
